ACOUSED OF TAKING $90,000. 


‘Trusted Employe of Henry Botsford 


Now a Prisoner in Portland. 


On the anniversary of his disappearance 


from Chicago Charles C. Goven, who Is al- 


leged to have embezzled $90,000 from Henry 


Botsford and the Provision Dealers’ Dis- 
patch, voluntarily surrendered himself to 
Wiltiam.A. Pinkerton, head of the National 
Detective agency, yesterday in the Portland 


hotel, Portland, Ore. Goven was placed un- 


der arrest on advices from Chief O'Neill, 
after a warrant had been issued in this city 
on complaint of William G. Finn, assistant 
secretary of the company, The prisoner will 
be brought to this city at once. 

Goven, whose alleged embezzicments a 
year ago caused a sensation, had only 25 
cents in his pockets. He was registered at 
the hotel as J. W. Clark, Chicago. Mr. 
Pinkerton, who is making a tour of the Pa- 
cific coast agencies of the detective bureau, 
at first mistook Goven for a newspaper re- 
porter seeking an interview when he ap- 
proached him. Goven told him he was tired 


of wandering over the earth with the kowl- 


edge that he was being constantly hunted, 
and that he was willing to return to Chicago 
without escort. 


In Nicaraguan Revolution. 

In giving an account of himself, the pris- 
oner said he had been in a Nicaraguan 
revolution, and last summer was at a Michi- 
gan resort. Since then he has worked in 
Butte, Mont. His one stipulation, when he 
surrendered, was that he be permitted to 
visit his sick wife in San Francisco before 
returning east.

THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


Unless the Construction of the Wendell 


Days Trustees Will Terminate 
Because of Fight Against B. A. 
Rysdon—Thorough Inquiry Iuto L. 
Wolff Company Dealings. 


‘Unless the contractors for the Wendell 
Phillips High school start men to work on 
the unfinished structure within three days 
their bondsmen will be notified that the 
board of education will complete the work 
at its own expense. and all contracts will be 
forfeited. This ultimatum was sent to the 
fifteen or more contractors at work on the 
new high school at Thirty-ninth street and 


Architect Mundie. For months not a stroke 
of work has been done on the building as a 
result of the strike declared against E. A. 
Rysdon, contractor for the sheet metal work. 
The associated buildings trades refused to 
permit union men to work on the bullding, 
and thus rendered the contractors helpless. 


Fails to Reach Any Agreement. 
Architect Mundie declared to the buildings 
and grounds committee that he had held a 
series of conferences with representatives of 


had failed to reach any agreement with them. 
He explained that the building is under 
roof, and that two-thirds of the plastering 
has been done. He said that rains had dam- 
aged the building and that $8,000 worth of 
steel ceiling had been rusted. He recom- 
mended that the contractors be given three 
days’ notice to proceed with their work or 
else be forced to throw up their contracts. 
The committee concurred in the recom- 
mendation.

UNPALATABLE ADVICE TO COLOMBIA. 

The American government has not ac- 
corded the new born republic of Panama 
full political recognition, but it has come 
near doing so. The consul at Panama has 
been instructed to enter into relations with 
the revolutionary government as the only 
responsible. one in the territory: That is 
proper enough. There are no Colombian au- 
thorities to consult with. They have run 
away. Instructions have also been sent to 
‘the American minister at Bogota to the 
effect that the people of Panama, “ having 
‘resumed their independence,“ the president 
“commends to the governments of Colom- 
bia and Panama the peaceful and equitable 
settlement of all questions at issue between 
them.” He gives notice that the peaceful 
traffic of the world across the isthmus “ shall 
no longer be disrupted by a constant suc- 
‘cession of unnecessary and westetel civil 
wars.“ 

This will be gall and wormwood for the 
authorities at Bogota. ‘They will see In 
the statement that Panama has “ resumed 
her independence ’—she has been inde- 
pendent on two or three occasions—a pretty 
| plain intimation that the new republic will 
be fully recognized. The Colombians will 
feel that they have overreached themselves 
—that they were guilty of an irreparable 
error when they insulted and tricked the 
United States by rejecting the canal treaty. 

The new republic no doubt is ready to 
settle peacefully all questions at issue be- 
tween it and Colombia. It will be otherwise 
with the Colombians. Their voice will be 
for war. For various reasons it will not 
be an easy matter to invade the isthmus. 
That will not prevent the Colombian gov- 
ernment from making direful threatS hs to 


what it will do. But if it does not speedily 


pour troops into Panama and suppress the 
‘reyolution—which it cannot do—the Ameri- | 
‘can government will accord full recognition 
to the new republic and proceed, after con- 
gress shall have enacted whatever legisla- 
tion may be necessary, to discuss the canal 
question with its government. Then if 
Colombia shall attempt to interfere with 
the republic of Panama it will fare ill with 
them. The United States will tolerate no 
interference. 


ARBITRATE THE WAGE QUESTION. 

Two-thirds of the union employés of the 
City railway company have voted that they 
“are ready to strike if demande made by them 
are not granted. One is an increase in the 
pay of some of their number. The other is 


| that none but union men shall be employed. 


The officers of the compauy have refused to 
concede either demand. They say the men 
who ask for higher wages are already well 
paid and that the company cannot afford to 
pay them more than they are getting—that 
its expenses are increasing more rapidly 
than its income. They refuse to concede 
the “closed shop,” because they do not 
wish to restrict themselves in filling respon- 
sible positions to one class of men, but they 
say that if the nonunion men whom they 
may employ choose to join the union, well 


aud good. 


The matter, so far as the employés are 
concerned, is now in the hands of the presi- 
dent of the National Association of Street 
‘Railway Employés. Its laws provide that 
no strike shall be ordered until all efforts 
to secure arbitration shall have been ex- 
hausted. Thus far neither side has asked 
for afbitration. As the president of the 
national association is a conservative man, 
as he has had experience with strikes on 
street railways, and is fully aware of the 
inconvenience to the public, the tumults and 
the riots—bloody often—which they occa- 
sion, it is considered likely that he will 
make every effort to secure arbitration. 

There does not appeur to be any reason 
why the traction company, notwithstanding 
what it has said about the sufficiency of the 
wages now paid and the financial inability | 
of the company to increase them—these are | 
the usual objections when higher wages 
are asked for—should not consent to arbi- 
trate the question of wages. Quite probably 
the men would be given a part of what they 
ask for and the operating expenses would 
be increased. On the other hand, the offi- 
cers of the company may profitably ask 
themselves what the monetary loss will be 
if there were a: strike lasting for a week or 
so. That would mean a serious loss of 
revenue. 

The officers should consider also the 
comfort of the hundreds of thousands who. 
depend on the lines of the south side road 
Tor transportation facilities. They have 
richts which are not usually considered by 
either the officers or employés of traction 
companies, but which are of quite as much 
importance as the maintenance of the high 


pay of some of the employés. It would be 
no trifling matter if the traction company, 
by refusing to make any concession, were 
to throw Hyde Park, Lake, and South 
Chicago into turmoil and strife. The police 
force would have its hands full then. The 
company seems to be ready to arbitrate 
wage questions. Its manager says it has 
always shown its willingness to arbitrate 
“all legal demands.“ 

The question whether the road shall be an 
open or a closed shop is one the traction 
‘company will not consent to submit to arbi- 
tration. It should not be pressed. The 
men who run care hold responsible posi- 
tions. The company is held to account for 
their mistakes or negligence. It certainly 
should have a free hand in selecting them. 
Of the nonunion men who may be set at 
work probably the great majority will join 
the union. 


This should be satisfactory to the union 


employés ard the officers of the national 
association, If the employés go on a strike 
because they cannot get the closed shop, 
they will be the ones whom the public’ will 
hold responsible for whatever annoyance it 
may be put to. A strike to efiforce such a 
demand inevitably will be a failare, e

50 NOT TAMPER WITH THE ORDINANCE. 

Two years ago the council passed an ordi- 
nance to compel the removal of several 
rendering establishments situated north of 
Thirty-ninth street aud east of Western 
avenue. It was an excellent ordinance. It 
was time for establishments of that kind to 
get farther away from the center of: the 
eity. The owners of some ot the plants 
obeyed tht law and moved south of Thirty- 
ninth street. Others have failed to obey the 
law. No serious efforts have been made to 
compel them to comply with it. 

Ove of the concerns running in defiance 
of the ordinance has applied to the 
council for leave to be exempted from 
its operation. If. permission should be 
granted the other concerns north of Thirty- 
ninth street will apply for similar favors and 
will no doubt get them. As a consequence, 
the ordinance will be nullified. As the ordi- 
nance in question is a good one, the council 
should stand by it and ask the mayor to 
enforce it. No doubt it will be an incon- 
venience and expense for the concerns which 
have defied the law for the last two years to 
be compelled to move, but there are excel- 
lént reasons why they should be made to go 
farther south out of neighborhoods where 
they have too long carried on an offensive 
business. The concerns which have moved

He finally made Wag 
of his. own accord for younger men, trusted 
and respected alike by political friends and 
opponents, and enjoyed in a marked degree

over in had occasion to congratulate 
himscif that owing to old Tisza’s flight in 
1849 the sentence of death imposed upon him 
as one of the leaders of the insurrection of 
1848 had not been put into execution. The 
emperer repeatedly offered to ennoble him 
and had pressed bim to accept the title of 
either count or baron. But the popular 
stateeman ‘invariably declined the honor. 
feeling in the first place that no title could 
add luster to his name, and secondly that the 
acceptance of a dignity of that kind would 
be entirely out of keeping with his revolu- 
tionary antecedents. His brother, the late 
Count Louls Tisga, was, however, granted 
the title of count In recognition of his serv- 

ices in rebuilding the town of Szegedin, after 
its destruction by flood some twenty years 
ago, and as he was childiess the emperor 
caused the patent to be made out In such a 
fashion that the title would be inherited by 
the sons of his elder brother, the statesman.

the lower courts could not be executed.

‘hands of the duke of Modena into, those of 
the imperial house of Hapsburg, the judges | 
were naturally nelined to take any steps 
in the matter. Nothing daunted, the Tiszas 
took it in turn to sit day after day from 
morning until night at the entrance of the 
judgment hall of the curia, never permitting 
one of the judges of the latter to enter or 
leave the place without apostrophizing him 
with the acclamation:

While the under jailer was sent to 
a neighboring restaurant to fetch some re- 
freshments the marquis exchanged dresses 
with his wife, passed undetected out of the 
prison accompanied by his daughter, and en- 
tered the sedan chair, which, owing to the 
management of a faithful valet, had been 
placed so that no observation 2 be made 
of the person entering it. 

Before the escape of the öde from 
the prison had been discovered he had found 
refuge in the nearby quarters of Capt. Hutch- 
inson, afterwards third earl’ of Donough- 
more, There he remained hid for three days, 
and then, dressed in one of the captain’s uni- 
forms, and accompanied by the latter, who 
had obtained both leave of absence and the 
necessary passports, they drove to the coast, 
the risk of discovery being great owing to the 
fact that the marquis having been for so 
many years postmaster general, his features 
‘were familiar to almost all the postmasters 
who supplied relays of horses. 

Capt. Hutchinson, for the part which he

Says Boy of the Slums, Who Is the Fu- 
ture Citizen, Is Not Yet Properly 
Cared For in the Way of Education 
~—Learning Cannot Be Ground Into 
Him—Play Grounds First Step in 
Right Direction—Work of the Sec- 

tions. 


Joliet, III., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Tammany 
hall and our old time school methods came 
in for a severe scoring at the hands of Jacob 
A. Riis of New York in an address before 
the convention of the Northern Illinois 
Teachers’ association in this city tonight. 
The subject of the lecture was “ Tony's 
Hardships.” Mr. Riis pictured “ Tony 
as one of the typical small boys to be found 
in the slum districts of any of the large 
cities. After picturing the struggles of the 
early life of this small boy, the influences 
and temptations surrounding Tony, and all 
the elements that were helping to shape his 
character, he said: 

“In the tenement houses of New York 
City there are 2,500,000 people living today. 
Philanthropists have tried to remedy this 
condition, legislators have tried to pass laws 
to bring about changes, and social econo- 
mists have preached against it, but it still 
exists. Tony is one of those living in this 
crowded tenement section. 

But our old time schools will not make 
the change in Tony that is necessary. They 
are mere sausage stuffing machines attempt- 
ing to grind an education into boys where 
other methods are required. Ten years ago 
we had few playgrounds, but in the new 
‘+ schools of today all this is changed, and 
through the foresight and sagacity of our 
educators the playground is now regarded 
as one of the important factors in reaching 
Tony and making him a better boy. 

The kindergarten system which makes 
play an essential feature has had much to do 
with this change in our schools.“

The disbarment of Lynch, Lind, and Trean- 
or affects their standing on all the middle 
western tracks, but does not necessarily af- 
fect them on the eastern or California tracks. 
It is likely to do so, however, for while the 
tracks of the Eastern Jockey club and in. 
California have no documentary agreement 
with the Western Jockey club they generally 
follow its rulings when it bars any one for 
alleged fraud. 

Two offenses’ were alleged against the 
three men. It was believed the stable with 
which they were connected was involved in 
some way with the doping of the colt 
Bondage at the Hawthorne track, and a few 
weeks later the 3 year old filly Orsini per- 
formed so poorly in a race at Harlem that 
the judges, after investigating the betting, 
became convinced Orsini had been deliber- 
ately pulled by Jockey Treanor in order to 
allow McGee to win the race. It so hap- 
pened that McGee did not win, as he faltered 
near the finish, allowing Postmaster Wright 
to get up in time to beat him. This result, 
however, did not cover up the attempt at 
fraud, and the jockey and owners Lynch and

‘First of the Koosiers. 


The Story of Faward Eggleston, Told by His Brother. 


BY JEAN NETTE L. GILDER,

WO most interesting books tonsil their 
way to my desk this week. -Curiously 
enough, they are both more or less 
‘connected with journalism. One is 
called “THE FIRST OF. 
HOOSIERS,” and is a remembrance ot the 
late Edward Eggleston, by his brother. 
George Cary Eggleston. The writer.of the 
book is a well known journalist in this city, 
and his brother of whom he writes has done 
more or less journalistic work, but he was 
first a preacher and a novelist, I think that 
Edward Eggleston was one of the first lit- 
erary men that I ever met. It was in the 
early days of the Century Magazine, when it 
was Scribner's. He was then a young man, 
with an enormous shock of black hair and a 
black beard with tinges of red init.

Old Commodore Vanderbilt, the founder of 
the Vanderbilt family, whom Mr. Ralph was 
interviewing one day, said to him: 

You have mastered the intricacies of a complex 
business matter, which has been the subject of 
thought and study with me for years. That you 
can do this and still remain in the newspaper busi- 
ness is remarkable. Why do you doit? What do 
you gain by it? You are only just at the edge of 
manhood and are getting the wages of a clerk. 
Stay in the business and you may eventually make 
five times as much, but it will still be wages; you 
will still be working for others, and as you grow 
older you must work harder and harder. Take 
my earnest advice; leave newspapers alone and go 
into something that offers a better chance—some- 
thing that will give you a solid reward—that will 
let you rest when you are tired. 

By taking up this subject the shrewd old 
man avoided telling him the news for which 
Mr. Ralph had come to him. What he said 
amounted to Punch’s advice to those about 
to marry— Don’t.” Good advice, Mr. 
Ralph thinks, to most of zhose who will read 
this. Don't,“ he says, even try journal - 
ism unless you are certain it is your forte. 
In the United States—and in England, also, 
now that the press is undergoing a revolu 
tion there—it offers more money at the start 
than comes with almost any other line of 
work. It continues to return good pay to 
those who prove themselves its masters.

“ THE HEART OF ROME,” by F. Marion 


of the author's best stories. The plot is well 
constructed, so that there ire surprises in 
store for the clever reader who thinks that 
he knows how it will all end. And yet fa- 
miliar facts are so interwoven with the im- 
aginations of the author that one has a 
curiously vivid feeling that the story wust 
be true, The characters, principal or 
subordinate, are typical of the classes of 
Roman society which they represent. The 
mainspring of the action of the story is the 
known fact that under the houses of modern

Among the most mysterious things in sub- 
terranean Rome is the so called lost water. 
Under many building# are conduits which | 
are uncharted. If any one knows the source 
or the course of the water that flows in these 
ancient channels it is some one to whom the 
tradition has been orally delivered and who 
guards the knowledge as a precious secret. 
In the story a young engineer js imprisoned 
by rising water m a vuult wich he has 
opened under one of the great palaces. He 
has found two marvelous statues there and 
has brought the Princess Sabina to see them, 
when a discharged mason, the only man 
who knows the secret of the palace, opens

“SHE THAT HESITATES,” by Harris 
Dickson (the Bobbs-Merrill company), is a 
pseudo-historical romance in which the most 
exalted personage is Peter the Great of Rus- 
sia, the most detestable is his son, and the 
most engaging is his daughter-in-law, the 
Princess Charlotte. The hero of the story, 
a Frenchman, D’Aubant by name, has been 
hired by the Swedish government to break 
off the intended match between the heir to 
the Russian throne and the Princess Char- 
lotte of Brunswick: He falls in love with 
her himself and she with him, but they have 
many sorrows and troubles before them. 
There are too many villains in the story for 
u quiet mind, therg is too much treachery 
and bloodshed. The courtship scenes make 
an idyllic contrast, and after the princess 
has been compelled to marry the wrong man 
It is a pleasure to know that the lovers are: 
united at last. The title suggests a well 
known proverb, to which this story offers 
an excepticn, for she who hesitates is not 
lost, but pulls through with honor and her 
heart's desire; too. 

The story moves on amoothty, and though 
improbable in substance is accurate in de- 
tail. 


N. UTHER AND IGRAINE,” by Warwick 
Deeping (the Outlook company), is a prose 
romance of the days of the heathen invasion 
of Britain.

Chicago Orchestra Concert : 


A musical novelty came dangerously near 


‘being encored at the public rehearsal.of the 


Chicago orchestra yesterday afternoon. The 
symphonic poem The Sleeping Beauty,“ by 
the French composer Bruneau, which Mr. 
Thomas and his men played for the first time 
in this country, so pleased the large audience 
that the ‘applause not only compelled the 
popular leader to bow his acknowledgements, 
but, for a time, seemed inclined to demand a 
repetition of the work. The enthusiasm was 
not without its justification, for the composi- 


tion is attractive beyond the usual, and the 
“performance yesterday was of a tonal and 


technical completeness that called for un- 
qualified admiration. Few of the novelties 
Mr. Thomas has offered have proved so 
speedily captivating as did this symphonic 
poem of the much discussed Frenchman. 
The old fairy tale is a subject especially 
adapted to musical treatment, as many a 
composer has demonstrated in the past, but 
Bruneau has been particularly happy in 
finding phrases of rare sensuous beauty and 
unusual fitness for his telling of the pretty 
story. His musical picturing of the en- 
chanted castle and the fairies’ prediction is 
rich in soft, misty coloring and has about 
it not only the qualities that suggest the es- 


.sentials of the story, but also the fairy nature 


of the tale itself.

Quite as reprehensible and unjust is the 
opposite plan of leaving everything to serv- 
ants without suggestion or supervision. The 
limited education and experience of the aver- 
age girl cannot be expected to fit her to con- 
duct the affairs of a house judiciously and 
economically without daily guidance and en- 
couragement. Every change of place de- 
mands a different service, in accordance 
with the number in family, style of living, 
and requirements. Left to herself, the girl 
does as Mrs. Brown approved, which proves 
to be the way Mrs. Black condemns. Al- 
though with the best intentions repeated 
failures result in timidity and loss of self- 
confidence, until she becomes unfitted to dis- 
charge duties which she understands per- 
fectly well under favorable circumstances, 
If the system of work taught by a former 
mistress is imperfect and fails to meet pres- 
ent requirements it cannot be counted a con- 
descension to explain wherein it is faulty 
and unsatisfactory, at the same time sug- 
gesting a better method.

I believe that nine-tenths of the trouble | 


with. servants, other than nurses, comes 
from the tyranny of ill bred children. Per- 
haps I ought not to assume the right to 
judge, having no children of my own, but I 


have watched the operation of my theory 


pretty closély in the cases of some of my 
neighbors and friends and have come té the 
conclusion that there is something in it. 

I know of five families in my immediate 
neighborhood which seem to act as perma- 
nent clearing houses for servants. There is 


a constant stream of domestics passing 


through them all the time, but not one of 
these servants, to my knowledge, has re- 
mained longer than a month. 


Now, to put two and two together, each | 


one of these families rejoices in from two 
to six children, spoiled in not less than a 
dozen ways. One fault they all have in 
common—tyrannizing over the servants, 
I have seen them and heard them at it my- 
self. At all hours of the day they are in and 
out of the kitchen, teasing, bullying, or med- 
dling with the cook, and physically abusing 
the maid:¥ Their idea seems to be that servi- 
tude implies the resignation of all rights of 
self-proprietorship, and that the privilege 
of tyrannizing over domestics extends with 
special emphasis to the children of em- 
ployers. 3 

And the worst of it is that this hideous 
notion is rather encouraged than frowned 
upon by many of the parents. Indeed, the 
latter seem to be agreeably amused by the 
domineering ways of their offspring. 

The fault in this matter lies plainly with 
the parents. It is the parents’ attitude to- 
ward the servant that prompts the child to 
a ruder and more overt tyranny. The in- 
considerate, and petulant, and unrebuked 
tyranny of the average child over the house- 
hold servant is the natural outcome of the 
lack of esteem and the indifference of the 
parent. 

With the child's customary frankness he 
expresses freely what the attitude and dis- 
position of his parents merely imply. He is 
like the sore that betrays the impurity of 
the blood. : 


There is something wrong in the treatment | 


of the average domestic servant by the av- 
erage American family, and I contend that 
this sort of thing is the height of ill breed- 
ing as well as ill management, and shows a 
snobbishness and sense of superiority that 
is positively vulgar and contemptible.

A slipshod, untidy kitchen maid is a thing 
of the past from the fact that every con- 
venience is provided to aid and encourage in 
the opposite direction. A servants’ bath- 
room is now regarded as an absolute neces- 
sity of the modern dwelling. To secure 
faithful, cheerful service the comfort and 


health of those employed must be carefully 
and generously considered. After the day's 


toll a bath, a quiet room, and good bed are 
fully appreciated as great advantages quite 
as much py maid as mistress in these pro- 
gressive times. 

Wash material is preferable for the work 
ing gown, because easily laundried and al- 
ways fresh. Ginghams and prints, if select- 
ed in light, unfading tints and small de- 
signs, do excellent service for this purpose. 
The costume of present favor for servants’ 
afternoon wear consists of a plain, well 
fitting black alpaca gown, white linen collar, 
cuffs, and long apron with bottom finish of 
narrow tucks or close embroidery. The cap 
gives a dainty completeness to the toilet, but 
is often regarded by the American maid as 
degrading. In engaging a girl the judicious 
mistress settles this matter definitely for the 
entire period of service under her roof. 

An ample supply of caps and aprons are 
necessary to perfect neatness, and, if hand- 


some, prove an important item of expense to 


the servant, whose monthly wages are her 
only dependence for everything. For this 
reason, and also as an incentive to bealways 
tidy, many mistresses supply them without 
cost. All things considered, the kindness 
and er of this method is to be com- 
mended.

A clash between the weighing committee 
of the St. Louis Merchants’ exchange and the 
and warehouse commissioners of 
Missouri and Illinois occurred at a meeting 
recently held, and the Illinois commission- 
ers ordered out all the weighmasters sta- 
tioned on the east side by the Merchants’ 
exchange. It is claimed these weighmasters 
were demanded by the grain dealers’ associa- 
tions of Illinois, Missouri, lowa, and other 
states to give the exchange some means of 
determining the cause of discrepancies in 
weight which have been occurring frequently 
and to fasten the blame where it belongs. 
At a further meeting the Missouri commis- 
sioners allowed the exchange weighmasters
